Bulb  oblong,  ovate,  pointed,  about  the  fize  of  a  pea,  co¬ 
vered  with  a  Ihell-like  fmooth  dark  brown  tunic,  often  with 
feveral,  according  to  the  age  of  the  plant,  the  one  over  the 
other  imbricated  downwards,  far  and  regularly  cleft  from 
their  bafes  upwards,  fegments  fubulate.  Leaves  radical  two, 
cauline  1 — 2,  narrow,  linear-enfiform,  ftiffifh,  fheathing  at  the 
bafe,  ftreaked,  midrib  very  prominent.  Stem  4 — 8  inches 
high,  finely  velvetted  with  fhort  thickfet  villi ;  has  generally 
one  or  two  axillary  branches.  Flowers  on  the  main  fpike  1 — 6 , 
one-ranked,  iffuing  from  the  alternate  bends  only,  upright, 
fcentlefs.  Rachis  reclined  with  the  curvatures  deeply  bowed, 
alternate  ones  longeft,  a  chara&eriftic  very  confpicuous  in  in¬ 
digenous  many-flowered  fpecimens.  Limb  rotately  patent, 
fegments  oval,  acute,  equal,  flat.  Filaments  fhorter  than  the 
anthers,  which  laft  are  beneath  the  fubrevolute  ftigmas.

The  above-mentioned  curvature  of  the  joints  of  the  Rachis 
probably  fuggefted  to  Thunberg  the  poflibility  of  its  being 
Linn^^s’s  Ixia flexuofa ,  which  is  however  a  very  diftinH 
fpecies.  Found  at  the  Cape,  on  the  Groene  Kloof,  and  Roode 
Sand  Hills,  and  alfo  in  fome  fandy  fpots  in  Swartland.  Forms 
with  Ixia  ramofa  (fcillaris>  Thunb.J  Ixia  hirta ,  Ixia  Ro~ 
chenfis ,  and  Ixia  fetacea>  a  very  diftinQ;  feHion  in  this  genus, 
agreeing  in  bulb  and  general  habit  of  the  leaves  and  flowers. 
Is  as  yet  a  very  rare  plant  amongft  us.  Our  figure  was  taken 
at  the  garden  of  Mr.  Alderman  Hibbert,  G.

Anthers  final  1,  fagittate-ovate  :  filaments 
eretf,  upwards  {lightly  patent.  Fiflil  nearly  equal  to  the  limb  : 
fligmas  recurved  over  the  anthers.  Variety  ((3)  we  have  only 
been  in  a  dried  ffate,  by  which  me  could  not  afeertain  whether 
it  poffeffed  the  fmall  neffareous  excavation  at  the  bafe  of  each 
fegment  fo  remarkable  in  (»)%  and  confequently  are  uncertain 
whether  it  ought  to  be  confidered  as  a  mere  variety  or  a 
diftinE  fpecies.

Oar  drawing  of  this  very  rare  and  beautiful  little  plant  was 
taken  from  afpecimen  kindly  communicated  by  R.  Salisbury, 
Efq.  by  whom  the  bulbs  were  received  from  the  Cape. 

We  have  given  a  trivial  name  in  remembrance  of  Dr. 
Daniel  de  la  Roche,  author  of  a  fmall  traH,  entitled, 
«  Specimen  inaugurate  fiftens  defcriptiones  plantarum  aliquot 
«  novarum ,  Lugd.  Bat.  1766,"  confined  to  this  natural  order, 
of  which  he  has  defcribed  many  Cape  fpecies  with  great  mi- 
nutenefs,  chiefly  from  the  herbariums  of  the  Dutch,  and  has 
added  five  good  plates  of  fuch  as  he  law  flower  in  the  gardens 
of  Holland.

Bulb  fomewhat  oblong,  attenuated  upwards,  covered  with  a 
foft  reticulated  fibrous  tunic.  Leaves  fix,  linear,  elegantly 
waved,  twice  fhorter  than  the  Rem.  Spathe  membranous, 
fubpellucid,  about  the  length  of  the  tube,  which  is  very  Render 
and  feveral  times  fhorter  than  the  fegments  of  the  corolla, 
outer  valve  three-toothed,  inner  two-toothed.  Flowers  3 — 4 
fegments  obovate,  blunt,  patent.  Said  by  Thun  berg  to 
vary  with  white  and  blue  flowers.  The  anthers  are  very 
Rightly  attached  to  the  apex  of  the  filaments  by  their  bafes.

A  native  of  the  Cape,  and  now  common  in  mod  of  the 
nurferies  about  town  ;  as  well  as  the  variety  (&)  which,  how¬ 
ever,  is  a  much  lefs  defirable  plant,  on  account  of  the  dullnefs 
of  its  colour.  Var.  (a.)  is  known  among  the  nurferymen  by 
the  name  of  Antholyza  cinerea,  as  (j3)  is  by  that  of  An- 
tiio  lyz  xfulgens ;  they  agree  with  each  other  in  everything 
but  in  the  colours  of  corolla  and  leaf.  Jacouin,  in  his 
leones  plant .  raw  has  united  as  varieties  two  very  diftinft;  fpe-. 
cies,  viz.  the  var.  (a)  of  the  prefent  fpecies,  figured  in  his 
234th  plate,  and  the  Watson  i  a  rofeax  Herb .  Bank (Thun- 
berg’s  var.  (2)  of  Gladiolus  marginatus )  in  his  235th  plate. 
Of  the  laft  we  have  never  been  able  to  procure  a  living  fpe- 
cimen,  nor  have  we  traced  it  to  any  Englifh  colleftion  as 
yet.

Bulb  as  ufual  in  the  genus.  Leaves  4,  oblong,  enfiform, 
diflich,  very  Ihort,  fmooth  and  fhining,  mucronate,  with  a  fili¬ 
form  cartilaginous  edging.  Stem  firaight,  branched,  from 
6  inches  to  a  foot  high.  Spathe  green,  broad,  upright,  con- 
duplicate,  ftem-embracing,  at  the  end  truncately  fubacute, 
fphacelate,  and  coloured.  Corolla  recurved,  regular,  patent: 
faux  narrow-turbinate.  Segments  nearly  obovate,  fhortlv 
pointed,  inner  ones  alrnoft  twice  the  broadefi:,  flat,  outer  la¬ 
terally  fub revolute.

Imported  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  by  Meffrs.  Lee 
and  Kennedy,  Nurferymen,  at  Hammerfmith.  Is  flill  a  rare 
plant,  but  propagates  with  the  ufual  facility  of  the  genus.

Leaves  narrow,  upright,  fhorter  than  Hem,  with  a  fmgle 
prominent  midrib.  Stem  flexuofe,  reclined  upwards,  from  a 
foot  to  two  feet  high.  Flowers  3 — 5,  about  four  inches  long, 
ftraight,  narrow,  funnel-formed,  one-ranked,  fcentlefs.  Upper 
fegments  broader,  middle  one  broadeft,  lower  ones  rather 
narrower;  all  flat  and  fomewhat  patent.  Cultivated  by  Mil¬ 
ler  in  1757.  A  native  of  the  Cape,  and  feems  to  have  been 

one 


one  of  the  firft  denizens  of  Europe  in  this  family.  Has  been 
confounded  with  the  Gladiolus  augufius  of  Thunberg.  Is 
clofely  allied  to  a  fpecics  that  we  have  never  yet  met  with  in 
any  colleftion,  though  cultivated  by  Miller,  viz.  the  Gla¬ 
diolus  involutus  of  De  La  Roche,  and  figured  by  Miller, 
tab.  236.  fig.  1. — probably  no  longer  exifiing  in  this  country. 

The  fpecimen  from  which  our  drawing  was  taken  flowered  in 
unufual  perfection  at  Me  firs.  Grimwood  and  Wykes,  Ken- 
fington,  in  the  month  of  June.  Propagates  with  the  greater!: 
facility  both  by  feed  and  offsets,  and  is  one  of  the  commoneft, 
though  feldom  feen  to  flower  fo  perfectly  as  the  prefent  fpecimen, 
except  from  recently  imported  bulbs.  G.

A  native  of  the  Weft-India  Iflands,  and  confequently 
with  us  an  inhabitant  of  the  (love,  where  it  is  an  ornament 
worthy  of  culture,  its  foliage  being  of  a  lively  green  and 
its  flowers  diffufing  an  agreeable  odour,  efpecially  in  the 
evening,  a  property  very  contrary  to  that  of  many  of  the  tribe  : 
it  has  the  additional  recommendation  of  taking  up  but  little 
room.  The  fpathe,  which  is  at  firft  white  on  the  inner  fur- 
face,  but  changes  to  green  after  the  flowers  decay,  adds  much 
to  the  beauty  of  the  flower. 

The  excellent  fpecific  character  by  Dr.  Dryander, 
fhort  as  it  is,  fully  diflinguifhes  it  from  every  known  fpecies 
of  Pothos:  indeed  the  name  itfelf  will  at  all  times  de¬ 
note  the  plant,  on  which  account  we  have  adopted  it  in  pre¬ 
ference  to  that  of  odorata ,  under  which  it  was  fent  by  Mr, 
Alexander  Anderson,  fuperintendant  of  the  Botanic  Gar¬ 
den  at.  the  Ifland  of  St.  Vincent’s,  to  Mr.  Woodford,  at 
Vauxhall,  at  whofe  collection  it  flowered  in  great  perfection 
laft  June,  when  our  drawing  was  taken. 

Introduced  into  the  Royal  Garden  at  Kew,  by  the  fame 
gentleman,  in  the  year  1789,  and  a  fpecimen  which  flowered 
there  in  the  month  of  April  1790,  is  preferved  in  the  Bankfian 
Herbarium. 

Seems  to  thrive  belt  when  plunged  into  the  bark  pit,  and 
apparently  may  be  increafed  by  offsets  from  the  root.

Both  the  male  and  female  flowers  are  furnifhed  with  a  calyx, 
which  in  the  latter  is  divided  to  the  bafe  and  perfiftent ;  in  the 
male  the  laciniae  are  ffiorter  and  divided  only  half  way.  In  both 
the  corolla  appears  to  be  pentapetalous,  but  more  decidedly  fo 
in  the  female  flower ;  in  the  male  the  calyx  adheres  fo  clofely 
to  the  corolla  as  to  refill  its  feparation  and  render  it  difficult  to 
decide  whether  it  be  monopetalous  or  polypetalous.  The 
flowers  grow  in  an  umbellated  dichotomous  panicle  on  long 
terminal  peduncles.  The  pedicle  in  the  centre  of  the  dicho¬ 
tomy  always  bears  a  female  flower,  the  fide  branches  all  male. 
The  latter  are  of  courfe  much  the  moll  numerous.  The  female 
flowers  are  firll  expanded  and  of  ffiort  duration ;  fo  that 
at  firll  thefe  appear  to  be  all  female  and  afterwards  all  male, 
both  fexes  feldom  appearing  at  the  fame  time.  The  fecunda¬ 
tion  of  the  germen  mull  therefore  depend  upon  its  receiving 
the  pollen  from  other  plants,  or  at  lealt  from  the  flowers 
of  different  branches,  and  not  from  thofe  nearefl  it.  Flowers 
and  fruit  exill  frequently  at  the  fame  time,  the  former  erefl, 

the 


the  latter  cernuous.  Seed-veffel  nearly  round,  fmooth,  three- 
celled,  with  one  oblong  large  feed  in  each  cell.  Leaves  apt  to 
vary  in  form,  but  in  general  broadeft  towards  the  point,  which 
is  acuminate,  contracted  in  the  middle,  and  rounded  at  the 
bafe*,  where  it  is  befet  with  a  few  unequal  fubfpinefcent  teeth, 
apt  in  luxuriant  growth  to  become  auriculated  proceffes,  as  in 
our  figure  :  the  margin  is  refleBed.  The  beautiful  coloured 
variegation  of  the  under  furface  is  not  conftant,  difappearing 
if  the  air  has  not  free  accefs  to  it.  The  whole  plant  abounds 
with  a  femipellucid  milky  fluid. 

It  is  a  very  ornamental  fbrub,  flowering  through  the  greateft 
part  of  the  year,  and  appears  not  to  be  tender,  fucceeding 
beft,  according  to  Mr.  Fraser,  with  very  little  artificial  heat. 
Is  a  fait  grower,  and  eafily  propagated  by  laying  down  the 
branches.  Introduced  by  Mr.  J.  Fraser,  Nurferyman, 
Sloane-Square,  who  brought  it  from  the  Ifland  of  Cuba,  on 
bis  return  from  his  laft  voyage  to  North-America. 

Jacquin  defcribes  two  fpecies  of  fatropha,  which  appear 
to  have  confiderable  affinity  with  this,  both  with  fcarlet  flowers, 
his  haflata  and  integerrima ,  the  fir  ft  of  which  he  faw  in  the 
gardens  at  St.  Domingo,  but  of  Eaft-Indian  origin,  the  other 
in  the  gardens  at  the  Havannah.

A  genus  founded  by  Dr.  So  lander,  in  the  Hortus  Kew- 
enfis,  on  the  only  fpecies  then  cultivated  amonglt  us,  viz. 
Aristea  cyanea . 

The  prefent  fpecies  is  large  and  ornamental,  with  a  Item  from 
two  to  four  feet  high,  nearly  twice  the  length  of  the  leaves, 
round,  fomewhat  winged  by  the  alternate  decurrent  cauline 
leaves,  upright,  fublignefcent.  Leaves  linear,  enfiform, 
ftiffifh,  finely  llriated  without  any  prominent  riblike  nerve, 
polifhed,  dark  green.  Spathes  and  involucres  membranous, 
fcariofe,  acute.  Segments  of  the  corolla  obovate,  equal. 
Produces  abundance  of  feed,  of  which  there  are  two  or  three 
in  each  cell,  and  by  which  it  is  eafily  propagated,  as  alfo  by 
the  offsets  or  fuckers  which  it  throws  up,  but  not  in  any  great 
abundance.  Is  now  pretty  common  in  our  gardens.  A  great 
number  of  very  fine  plants  were  raifed  two  years  ago  at  the 
Botanic  Garden  at  Brompton  from  Cape  feeds. 

Found  by  Thun  berg  on  the  hills  between  Hauteniqua’s- 
Land  and  Langekloof,  as  likewife  (but  not  plentifully)  round 
Cape  Town,  flowering  in  our  autumnal  months. 

Two  fpecies  of  this  genus  have  already  been  figured  in  this 
work,  viz.  cyanea  and  fpiralis ,  the  latter  under  the  generic 
name  of  Moraa  ;  but  its  fpecies,  as  well  as  thofe  of  Di  l  atris, 
Wac  hen  dor  fi  a,  and  Mora:  a,  are  far  from  being  fo 
common  in  our  gardens  as  thofe  of  Ixia,  Gladiolus, 
Watsonia,  Tritonia,  Sparaxis,  and  Babiana,  though 
of  equally  eafy  culture,  and  of  at  leafi  equal  if  not  fuperior 
beauty ;  we  have  never  yet  been  able  to  find  the  leaf!  traces  of 
Witsenia,  their  clofe  ally,  having  been  introduced  into  any 
European  garden,  although  Cape  fpecimens  of  three  or  four 
of  its  fpecies  are  not  Grangers  to  cur  herbariums.  Our  figure 
was  taken  at  the  nurfery  of  Meffrs.  Grimwood  and  Wykes, 
Kenfington,  with  whom  it  was  raifed  from  Cape  feeds  received 
fame  years  back.

are  rather  irregularly  difpofed  and  cuneate-fpatulate.  Anthers 
above  the  mouth  of  the  faux,  fubparallel,  accumbent,  nearly 
the  length  of  the  fligmas.  Capfule  ovate-round,  rough  with 
fmall  thickfet  glandular  protuberances.  Seeds  like  thofe  of 
muftard. 

This  was  the  plant  we  had  in  view  when,  in  the  article  of 
I x  1  a  fcillarisy  we  faid  the  leaves  of  that  fpecies  refcmbled 
thofe  of  I x  1  a  excifa.  Thun b erg  delcribes  the  flowers  as 
caerulefcent,  Linnaeus  the  younger  as  violet-coloured,  both 
which  appearances  they  a  flu  me  in  a  dried  Hate,  the  more  ex¬ 
panded  flowers  inclining  to  violet,  the  lefs  expanded  ones  to 
blue;  the  latter  feems  to  have  ranked  fpecimens  of  the  fame 
fpecies  under  two  very  diftinct  ones,  and  to  have  made  this  a 
variety  of  Ixia  excifa  as  well  as  a  different  fpecies.  under  the 
name  of  Gladiolus  junceus . 

Found  by  Thun  berg  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in 
Langeldoof.  Propagates  abundantly  both  by  feed  and  offsets ; 
continues  long  in  bloom.  Scentlefs.  Flowers  in  May.  Is 
now  very  common.

He  adds, 
that  he  found  them  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  on  the  fummits 
of  the  Table  and  other  high  mountains,  and  on  hills  below 
the  mountains  from  Cape  Town  to  Houteniqua's-Land,  grow¬ 
ing  among  the  grafs  in  fuch  abundance  that  whole  hills  appeared 
as  if  covered  with  a  beautiful  fcarlet  carpet. 

Introduced  into  Kew  Garden,  by  Mr.  Masson  in  1774. 
A  fare  blower  about  July  or  Auguft,  requiring  a  very  deep 
pot.  Propagates  rapidly  by  feeds  and  offsets,  and  is  now  one 
of  the  commoneft  of  its  tribe,  known  among  the  nurferymen 
under  the  name  of  Ixia  J centrum.  Owing  to  the  intimate 
union  of  the  fpikelets  with  the  main  fpike  it  appears  as  if  it 
began  to  flower  at  the  middle  ;  but,  on  examination,  will  be 
found  to  begin  at  the  bafe  of  the  primary  fpike,  as  is  ufual 
with  its  congeners.

As  the  Epidendrum  Jecundum  of  j  acouin  has  not  yet  been 
feen  by  us,  we  cannot  clear  up  the  difficulties  which  have 
hitherto  attended  this  fpecies.  We  are  however  inclined  to 
regard  the  Epidendrum  elongatum  and  Jecundum  of  ]  acouin, 
and  the  fujeatum  of  Smith,  as  three  diftindl  fpecies.  Our  plant 
is  undoubtedly  the  firft  of  thefe ;  differing  in  no  refpebt  from 
J  a  co  u  in's  figure,  except  in  the  colour  of  the  flower,  which 
with  him  is  more  refembling  red-lead.  The  flowers  are  not 
fecund,  the  leaves  not  emarginate  nor  of  a  dark  purple  red  as 
in  Jecundum  ;  and  the  ferrated  neQarium  feems  fufheient  to 
diftinguifh  it  from  both  the  other  fpecies.  If  the  Epidendrum 
Jecundum  deferibed  by  Solander  be  not  different  from  either, 
we  fufpect  that  it  belongs  to  this,  as  does  undoubtedly  the  fpe- 
cimen  fo  named  in  the  Bankfian  Herbarium.

The  fpecimen  from  which  our  drawing  was  taken  was  about 
two  feet  high.  Branches  few,  Itribh  Leaves  many,  thick  fet, 
quinate,  alternating  in  each  whorl  with  thofe  above  and  be¬ 
low,  and  thus  handing  in  ten  tolerable  even  rows  when  viewed 
from  above  downwards  ;  they  are  iucculent,  fubulate,  mucro- 
nate,  fulcate  underneath,  ciliated  at  the  edges  with  fhort  very 
hiff  fubpungent  hairs,  fhort,  very  patent,  longer  in  the  midddle 
of  the  branch  than  at  either  end.  Petioles  very  fhort,  adpreffed. 
Peduncles  terminal,  umbellate,  fubered,  with  two  coloured 
bra&es  near  the  calyx  and  one  green  below  the  middle.  Ca¬ 
lyx  ovate-acuminate,  hairy,  five  times  fhorter  than  corolla. 
Corolla  fmooth,  minutely  hriated,  cylindrical  but  fomewhat 
dwelling  in  the  middle.  Faux  gaping.  Segments  of  the  limb 
roundifh,  very  entire,  patent.  Anthers  enclofed,  bifid,  divari¬ 
cate  :  bafe  rounded,  fpurlefs.  Germen  turbinate,  hairy.  Stigma 
fubglobofe,  enclofed. 

It  is  related  to  Erica  cermthoides  of  Linnaeus  (crinifolia 
of  Salisbury)  but  differs  in  many  effential  points,  particular 
in  that  the  umbels  are  not  nodding,  the  corolla  not  hairy  nor 
vifeous,  the  leaves  fhorter,  more  Iucculent,  and  much  more 
fhortly  haired. 

for  this  very  handfome  Erica,  which  we  confider  as  entirely 
new,  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Barr,  Nurferyman  at  Ball's- 
Pond,  Iflington,  by  whom  we  are  informed  that  it  was  firfl 
raifed  from  Cape  feeds,  by  Mr.  Rawlinson,  of  Tooting.

beyond  the  finus  formed  by  the  leaf  always  fhort  and  fo  con¬ 
tracted  that,  from  the  nearnefs  of  the  terminal  and  cauline 
involucres,  the  peduncles  or  branches  form  one  compound 
fa  icicle ;  upper  leat  oppofite,  fhort.  Involucres  herbaceous, 
hid,  upwards  fphacelate  and  awnedly  gracilefcent.  Flowers 
delightfully  fragrant,  varying  exceedingly  in  fize  and  in  colour 
from  a  lilac  to  a  deep  blue,  open  in  fucceffion,  and  laft  about 
fix  hours  each.  Ungues  upright.  Filaments  nearly  the  length 
of  the  ungues,  about  as  long  as  the  anthers,  not  connate  the 
whole  way.  Stigmas  about  the  length  of  the  inner  fegments. 
Capfule  trigonal-columnar,  (lender,  about  an  inch  or  more 
long,  different  from  Moraa  trijlis ,  which  has  an  ovate-oblong 
fhort  and  very  thick  capfule  with  larger  feeds.  The  attending 
to  the  form  and  proportion  of  the  capfules  will  be  peculiarly 
ufeful  in  the  fpecific  diftinCtions  of  this  genus.  An  old  denizen 
of  the  Dutch  gardens.  Found  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  by 
Thunberg  growing  in  fandy  places  in  Groenekloof,  Swart- 
land,  and  very  abundantly  in  the  low  lands  about  Cape-Town 
and  the  Duyvelfberg.  The  fpecimen  from  which  our  drawing 
was  taken  was  fent  us  in  Auguft  laft  by  Mr.  Loddiges, 
Nurferyman  at  Hackney,  who  imported  it  from  the  Cape. 

We  have  always  fufpeCted  the  two  varieties  of  the  fpecies  of 
Mora  a  figured  in  the  238th  plate  of  Miller’s  leones 
(and  which  are  the  original  fources  of  Linnaeus’s  Mor.ea 
vegeta)  to  be  no  other  than  the  Moraa  (Iris)  trijlis  n.  577 
of  this  work ;  but  we  did  not  venture  to  cite  them  on  account 
of  the  omiffion  of  all  mention  of  the  pubefeent  (tern  ;  which, 
owing  to  its  exceeding  minutenefs,  might  eafily  have  efcaped  the 
draughtfman  of  fuch  figures  as  thofe,  but  was  certainly  lefs 
likely  to  have  been  omitted  by  Miller  in  the  defeription  ; 
yet  we  can  trace  in  no  collection  or  herbarium  any  fpecies  agree¬ 
ing  with  the  other  parts  of  the  figures  and  deferiptions  that  has 
a  { month  Item  ;  while  Mora  a  trijlis  does  precifely  fo  agree 
in  every  thing  elfe,  efpecially  in  the  peculiar  form  of  the  cap- 
iule  above  noticed.  However  this  may  he,  Moraa  Iriopetala 
oi  Finn.  fii.  (Iris  plum  aria  of  I  iiunberc)  always  quoted  as 
a  fynonym  to  Mora  a  vegeta, ,  is  a  very  di  ft  i  fpecies,  with  the 
larger  fegments  bearded  and  the  ftigmas  fetaceoufly  multifid. 

The  Mora  a  j mice  a  of  Miller  has  yellow  flowers  and 
fubulate  leaves.  The  Mora  a  vegeta  of  Miller's  eighth 
edition  of  his  Dictionary,  figured  in  his  239th  plate,  is  the 
FI  or  a  a  trial  pules  of  Tin  n  a  u  s  and  T  h  u  n  b  er  g,  and  of  courfe 
quite  diftinCt  from  their  Moraa  vegeta,  though  he  quotes 
Linn  aus's  fpecies  as  a  fynonym  to  his.  This  blunder  accounts 
for  the  Moraa  iridioides  being  fo  frequently  preferved  under 
the  name  of  vegeta  in  the  different  collections  and  nurferies  of 
England.

In  the  feleBion  of  the  effential  charaBeriflics  above  enu¬ 
merated,  we  have  been  guided  by  the  following  ipecies  only, 

viz. 


Wachendorfia 
paniculata ,  Thunb.  Wachendorfia  Thunb.  Wa¬ 

chendorfia  byevipoliu^  Soland.  MSS  ;  the  Wachendorfia 
tenella  and  gr  amine  a  of  the  former  author  being  entirely  un¬ 
known  to  us  except  from  the  fhort  and  vague  fpecific  charac¬ 
ters  in  his  Prodromus.  Our  prefent  fpecies  feems  chiefly  to 
differ  from  pdniculata  in  having  hairy  leaves,  a  more  graci- 
lefcent  and  taller  flem,  which  is  alfo  reddifh  brown  and  not 
green  as  in  that,  its  branches  more  divaricate,  the  two  upper 
lateral  fegments  of  its  corolla  more  contiguous,  and  its  flowers 
when  clofed  form  a  flenderer  and  more  compaft  column  ;  we 
might  add,  that  the  incumbent  anthers  are  fhorter  and  rounder, 
but  as  this  difference  efcaped  us  in  the  living  plant  and  was 
obferved  only  in  the  drawings  it  is  lefs  to  be  depended  on. 
Root  leaves  oblong  lanceolate  3 — 4  about  3 — 4  inches  high. 
Stem  about  three  times  their  length.  Segments  traverfed  lon¬ 
gitudinally  on  the  outfide  by  a  brown  hairy  filiet,  outer  upper 
one  wholly  brown  and  pubefcent  outwards.  Flowers,  quite 
fcentlefs,  open  in  fucceffion,  ciofe  towards  evening  ;  expand 
in  the  month  of  July.  We  have  never  obferved  the  fix 
ftamens  mentioned  by  fome  authors  and  figured  in  one  fpecies 
by  Breynius,  nor  the  rudiments  of  any  more  than  the  ufual 
three.  The  genus  is  remarkable  in  this  natural  order  for  its 
inferior  corolla,  and  is  perhaps  one  of  its  conne£ling  links  to 
the  hexandrous  liliaceous  plants ;  in  the  habit  of  its  leaves  it 
approaches  Bab  i  an  a,  in  that  of  the  flower  and  capfule  it 
comes  nearer  to  Cyanella.  FBurman’s  figure  is  atten¬ 
tively  examined,  it  will  be  found  to  come  nearer  to  this  than 
paniculata  ;  the  lower  leaves  not  being  feen  nor  defcribed  it 
is  impoffible  to  be  fo  certain  as  we  could  defire  ;  the  plant  was 
only  known  to  Burman  by  a  drawing  taken  at  the  Cape, 
from  which  his  engraving  was  made.  Introduced  amongft  us 
by  Mr.  Williams,  Nurferyman  at  Turnham-Green,  who 
received  the  bulbsthree  or  four  years  back  from  the  Cape.

As  yet  a  folitary  fpecies,  nor  have  we  in  the  many  fpeci- 
mens  we  have  feen  ever  obferved  it  to  vary  even  in  colour. 
Flowers  fcentlefs,  2 — 6  on  each  peduncle-like  branchlet,  which 
laft,  in  the  archedly-flexuofe  curvatures  and  one-ranked  man¬ 
ner  of  bearing  their  flowers,  refemble  the  rachis  of  Ixia 
Jecunda. 

Found  by  Thun  berg  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  on 
the  Groenekloof  hills,  and  near  Bergrivier  ;  introduced  into 
Kew  Gardens,  by  Mr.  Masson  in  1787.  The  generic  name 
we  have  derived  from  psXocg  black  and  o-pccipoc  a  globe,  in  allu- 
fion  to  the  colour  and  form  of  the  bulblets  produced  on  the 
Item,  as  mentioned  and  figured  by  Jacquin.  In  the  capillary 
tenuity  and  elaftic  tremuloufnefs  of  its  branchlets  it  reminds 
us  of  the  quaking-grafs,  Briza. 

Our  drawing  was  taken  at  the  Nurfery  of  Meffrs.  Wykes 
and  G  rimwood,  Kenfmgton.  Requires  the  treatment  of  the 
other  Cape  Enfatce.  Propagates  plentifully  by  feed  and  bulbs ; 
but  the  leaves  are  apt  if  kept  in  a  pit  to  be  eafily  bitten  and 
deflroyed  by  the  froft,  and  though  this  does  not  kill'  the  plant 
it  weakens  it  very  much ;  to  make  it  produce  the  bulblets 
mentioned  by  Jacquin,  and  to  have  it  in  perfection,  we  fhould 
think  the  dry  ftove  would  be  the  heft  place  to  grow  it  in.  G.

To  the  article  above  quoted  to  we  have  only  to  add,  that 
it  is  at  all  times  eafy  to  diftinguifh  the  flefh-coloured  variety, 
given  in  the  plate,  from  Ixia  arifiata  or  fiexuofay  by  its  paper- 
like  fcariofe  membranous  fpathe,  which  has  alio  five  rib-like 
Itreaks  ending  in  as  many  teeth,  and  is  much  larger  in  pro¬ 
portion  than  in  thofe.  The  anthers  in  Ixia  capillaris  are  alfo 
more  clofely  and  conftantly  fqueezed  together,  or  fafcicled, 
than  in  arifiata  and  flexuofa  ;  in  the  pale  blue  or  lilac  variety 
the  filaments  are  fo  clofely  preffed  that  they  have  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  being  monadelphous,  whence  the  plant  has  been 
called  a  Sisyrinchium  among  the  Nurferymen. 

The  drawings  of  both  thefe  were  taken  at  Mr.  Col¬ 
ville's  in  the  King's-Road,  Chelfea,  where  they  flowered 
in  April ;  the  flefh-coloured  one  was  lately  imported  by 
hint  from  Holland.

than  limb,  above  the  faux ;  ftigmas  overtopping  thefe.  Scentlefs.

In  Houttuyn’s  Natural  Hiftory  this  fpecies  ferves  him  for 
the  foundation  of  a  new  genus,  to  which  he  has  given  his  own 
name  j  his  eftential  chara&er  would  nearly  fuit  any  genus  of 

the 


the  whole  natural  order  ;  the  figure  is  good  and  the  defcrip- 
tion  very  intelligible.  We  have  retained  his  trivial  name  in 
preference  to  Jacquin’s,  both  on  account  of  priority  and  of 
its  not  being  taken  from  colour,  which  in  this  natural  family 
fhould  be  avoided  as  much  as  poffible,  a  name  without 
any  meaning  being  greatly  preferable  to  fuch  ;  yet  where 
we  have  found  them  already  given  we  have  never  changed 
them.  It  is  clofely  allied  to  the  Gladiolus  longiflorus  of  the 
Collectanea,  ahd  the  firfl  variety  of  the  fame  of  the  Icones. 
Rariores,  differing  chiefly  in  the  fpathe,  which  in  the  laft 
is  blunt  and  dentate.  Our  fpecimen  has  no  claim  to  the  title 
of  rofeusy  though  the  fame  bulb  may  produce  one  that  has 
next  feafon.  This  fpecies  is  alfo  clofely  allied  to  Tritonia 
(Gladiolus)  lineal  a  t  n.  487  of  this  work. 

Above  we  have  quoted  both  the  Dutch  and  German  edi¬ 
tions  of  Houttuyn’s  Natural  Hiflory,  but  in  general  our 
quotation  refers  to  the  German  tranflation  only,  printed  at 
different  periods  in  Nuremburg  and  tranflated  by  different 
hands.  This  very  rare  plant  was  introduced  amongft  us  from 
the  Cape,  by  the  way  of  Holland,  by  Meffrs.  Colville’s, 
Nurferymen,  Kings-Road*  Chelfea,  and  is  (till  very  fcarce.  G,

This  fpecies  comes  very  near  to  Stapelia  cafpitofa  of 
Masson,  t.  29,  but  differs  in  the  fegments  of  the  corolla  not 
being  ciliated,  and  in  the  peduncles  generally  coming  in  pairs. 

When  the  corolla  opens,  the  laciniae  are  doubled  back  as 
fharply  as  if  pinched,  enclofing  the  fegments  of  the  calyx  in 
the  fold  fo  completely  that  the  flower  appears  to  have  no 
calyx.  After  the  flowering  is  over  thefe  expand  and  clofe 
again,  as  is  ufuai  in  the  genus,  when  the  calyx  comes  in 
light.  The  neftary  confilts  of  five  tongue-fhaped  hollow 
bodies,  fupported  upon  fmall  pedicles,  difpofed  in  the  form  of 
a  liar,  the  five  points  of  which  meet  at  the  centre  of  the  flower, 
where  there  appears  to  be  a  perforation  oppofite  the  points 
of  the  germen.  Between  thefe  are  five  round  yellow  bodies 
divided  by  a  dark  line  having  an  anther-like  appearance,  from 
each  of  thefe  proceed  what  we  would  call  the  two  lobes  of  the 

anther. 


anther,  or  in  the  language  of  Swartz,  the  pollen-mafles, 
club-fhaped,  lying  each  in  a  hollow,  in  which  they  are  con¬ 
fined  by  the  ne&ary,  one  ray  of  which  covers  a  right  and  left- 
hand  lobe  of  two  different  anthers.  Upon  the  removal  of  this 
liar  the  lobes  of  the  anthers  rife  up,  fometimes  fuddenly  with 
a  fpring,  fometimes  more  gradually,  and,  if  touched  with  the 
point  of  a  pin,  difcharge  a  colourlefs  fluid. 

We  have  been  thus  particular  in  defcribing  thefe  parts, 
becaufe  being  more  fimple  than  in  moft  of  the  fpecies  it  feemed 
to  throw  fome  light  on  their  ufes.  The  five  rays  of  the  ftar 
pointing  exatily  to  the  centre  of  the  corolla  feem  admirably 
calculated  to  dire6t  a  fluid  pollen  more  furely  to  the  real 
ffigmas  lying  immediately  under  their  points.  We  would  not 
however  fpeak  with  too  much  certainty  of  the  perforation  of 
the  centre  of  the  corolla,  having  ufed  only  a  common  lens,  and 
not  having  obferved  fuch  an  opening  in  any  other  fpecies  that 
we  have  examined. 

The  plant  from  which  our  drawing  was  made  was  fent  us 
by  Mr.  Loddidges  of  Hackney,  in  Auguft.  It  is  a  free 
blower,  flowers  coming  in  fuccelfion  through  moft  part  of  the 
year.  Has  an  ill  fmell  and  little  beauty  to  recommend  it. 
The  Stapelias  are  generally  kept  in  the  dry  {love,  but  we  learn 
from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bale,  that  many  of  them  thrive  better,  and 
flower  with  more  certainty,  if  kept  in  the  bark  flove  and 
watered  plentifully.

The  firft  mention  we  find  of  this  plant  is  in  the  eighth  vo¬ 
lume  of  the  Peterfburgh  Commentaries,  by  Profeffor  Amman. 
LiNNiEUs  eftablifhed  the  genus  in  his  Flora  Zeylanica,  under 
the  name  of  Pentapetes,  but  having  afterwards  admitted 
Pentapetes  phcenicea  as  a  fpecies,  this  name  is  now  generally 
applied  to  the  latter,  undoubtedly  a  different  genus,  and 
Schreber  in  his  edition  of  the  Genera  Plantarum,  reftored, 
as  nearly  as  poffible,  Amman's  original  name,  taken  from  the 
winged  feed,  in  which  he  has  been  followed  by  Willjdenow 

and 


and  Martin.  A  native  of  the  Eaft- Indies,  where  it  grows 
into  a  tree  ;  the  bark  is  covered  with  a  white  wool,  as  is  the 
underfide  of  the  leaves,  which  are  peltate  and  fupported  on 
long  footflalks  thickened  at  both  ends.  Flower  terminal, 
fweet-fcented.  Calyx  very  like  thick  buff  leather.  Petals 
white,  oblong,  the  length  of  the  calyx,  widened  at  the  tip, 
oblique,  inferted  into  the  receptacle.  Real  flamens  fifteen, 
with  long  twilled  anthers ;  filaments  united  at  the  bafe  ;  among 
thefe  are  five  club-pointed  bodies,  twice  the  length  and  much 
flouter  than  the  filaments,  as  thefe  are  the  only  internal  parts 
which  come  in  fight  without  forcibly  opening  the  flower,  this 
has  the  appearance,  when  fuperficially  obferved,  of  being 
pentandrous ;  but  thefe  bodies  have  no  anthers.  Has  been 
iome  time  known  in  our  cohesions,  but  we  have  never  heard 
of  its  having  flowered  in  this  country  until  lad  September, 
at  Meffrs.  Whitley  and  Brames  at  Old-Brompton,  where 
our  drawing  was  taken. 

Muft  be  kept  in  the  flove  in  the  Winter,  but  in  the  Summer 
may  be  removed  into  the  greenhoufe.  Is  propagated  by  feeds 
imported  from  the  Eaft-Indies.

Leaves  refembling  thofe  of  Tritonia  crocata ,  from  which 
as  well  as  from  fiqualida  and  miniata  it  differs  in  having  the 
three  outer  alternate  fegments  gibbous  towards  their  bafe  and 
bearing  inwards  a  tawny-black  fpot  furnifhed  with  a  ridge¬ 
like  excrefcence,  and  further  from  the  two  firft  in  not 
having  any  part  of  its  ungues  tranfparent  or  hyaline.  Tube 
rather  fhorter  than  the  fpathe.

It  is  of  eafy  culture,  propagates  rapidly  both  by  feed  and 
offsets,  quite  fcentlefs  but  very  ornamental.  Our  fpecimen 
was  furnifhed  by  Meffrs.  Grim  wood  and  Wykes,  who  have 
frequently  imported  it  both  from  the  Cape  and  Holland. 

The  term  fenejirata ,  ufed  by  Thunberg  in  the  quotation 
above  cited,  is  not  meant  to  denote  a  tranfparent  or  hyaline 
quality,  but  merely  that  the  fpot  has  the  appearance  of  a 
blank  window  or  outlet;  but  in  Jacquin,  tranfparency  is 
intended  to  be  expreffed  by  that  term.  Since  publifhing  the 
article  Triton i a  fqualida  (fupra  581)  we  have  feen  the 
Fragment  a  of  Jacquin,  in  which  we  find  the  fpike  of 
that  fpecies  admirably  delineated  in  the  34th  plate,  fig.  2,  and 
defcribed  in  letter-prefs  p.  28.  n.  96.  under  the  title  of  a 
variety  of  Tritonia  (Ixia)  fenejirata  ;  as  we  fhall  hereafter 
give  that  fpecies,  we  fhall  referve  our  further  obfervations  till 
then,  and  merely  offer  the  above  figure  and  defcription  as  a 
fynonym  to  be  added  to  the  article  of  Tritonia  fqualida .

(a  variety  of  which  is  Jacquin’s  Ixia  leucantha)  differing  in 
little  elfe  except  lize  and  colour  and  the  campanulate  contrac¬ 
tion  of  the  limb  at  the  bafe. 

Although  Linn/eus  has  given  it  the  fpecific  name  of 
fiexuofa>  yet  in  his  defcription  he  fays  it  is  “  a  jiore  ad  florem 
“  parum  flexus.”  This  now  vague  and  inappropriate  name 
moft  probably  led  Thunberg  to  fufpedl  it  to  be  a  variety 
of  his  “  fecunda”  which  is  truly  flexuofe.  The  plant  defcribed 
and  figured  as  a  variety  of  this  by  Mr.  Curtis,  N°  127  of 
this  work,  has  partly  its  habit  and  partly  that  of  Ixia 
conic  ay  and  is  fo  equally  claimed  by  both,  that  we  have  named 
it  “  hybrida  /*  it  has  the  flat  hy po c rate ri form  Rained  bafe  of 
conica,  and  the  polyltachious  Hem,  white  corolla,  and  fragrance 
of  this,  but  does  not  expand  fo  freely  as  it,  nor  fo  ihyly  as 
conica ,  and  the  leaves  are  rather  ‘more  glaucous  than  in  either 
of  thefe.  Cultivated  by  Miller  in  1757.  Propagates  freely. 
In  bulb  Ixia  ficxuofa,  hybrida ,  patensy  and  conica ,  agree  to¬ 
gether,  but  differ  from  Ixia  erecia  and  maculata .  All  our 
varieties  were  drawn  in  April  at  Meffrs.  Grim  wood  and

Leaves  Ihorter  than  the  ftem,  oblong-lanceolate,  thinly  vil- 
lofe,  ciliate,  deep  green,  plaits  deeply  furrowed ;  corolla 
nearly  regular  and  upright ;  fegments  patently  recurved,  ob- 
tufe,  longer  than  faux  and  tube,  upper  one  rather  the  largeft. 
Flowers  fo  exceedingly  fragrant,  that  we  do  not  know  a  plant 
on  this  account  more  defirable  :  fcent  fomewhat  like  that  of  the 
Single  Oriental  Hyacinth,  but  much  more  exquifite.  Native 
of  the  Cape.  Is  eafily  increafed,  but  like  the  whole  of  this  genus 
is  not  fo  free  a  blower  as  Ixia,  Watfonia,  or  Gladiolus;  we 
fhould  think  it  advifable  not  to  remove  the  roots  from  their 
pots  above  once  in  three  or  four  years,  as  thefe  require  to  be 
of  a  good  age  before  they  flower  at  all,  and  are  not  nearly 
fo  liable  to  rot  as  many  of  the  fpecies  of  Ixia  and  Gladiolus.

This  beautiful  little  fhrub  was  railed  from  feeds  received 
from  Portugal  by  Mr.  Loddidges,  Nurferyman  at  Hackney. 
It  comes  very  near  to  fome  of  the  varieties  of  Cistus  hali- 
mifolius ,  particularly  to  variety  y  of  Marty n,  the  one  figured 
in  Miller's  leones,  which  probably  belongs  to  this  fpecies ; 
but  our  plant  feems  never  to  grow  ere61,  nor  are  the  branches 
deculfated  ;  it  is  likewife  of  much  humbler  growth. 

There  is  a  fpecimen  without  name  in  the  Bankfian  Her¬ 
barium,  brought  from  the  province  of  Algarve  in  Portugal,  by 
Masson,  with  an  extremely  hairy  calyx,  in  other  refpe&s  ex- 
atlly  agreeing  with  this;  culture  may  probably  occafion  it  to 
lofe  much  of  its  hairinefs. 

The  calyx  confifts  of  three  equal  very  fharp-pointed  leaves, 
without  any  trace  of  the  two  narrower  ones.  The  leaves  of 
the  flowering  branches  are  not  hoary.  Flowers  in  July  and 
Auguft.  May  be  propagated  by  feeds,  which  it  rarely  pro¬ 
duces  with  us,  or  by  cuttings,  and  treated  as  a  hardy  green- 
houfe  fhrub,  requiring  only  to  be  protected  from  fevers 
froft.

Houstoun  firft  difeovered  this  plant  at  Vera  Cruz  in  New 
Spain,  and  named  it  in  honour  of  the  then  Lord  Petre,  who 
was  much  attached  to  Botany,  but  unfortunately  died  of  the 
fmall-pox  when  a  very  young  man,  having  in  his  life-time 
ere&ed  the  moll  magnificent  confervatory  then  exifting  in 
Europe. 

There  appears  to  be  two  varieties  of  this  fhrub,  one  with 
white,  the  other  with  violet-coloured  corollas,  but  the  calyx  in 
both  is  blue;  ours  is  the  precife  variety  deferibed  by  Jacouin, 
who  found  it  in  Martinique,  where  he  fays  it  afeends  to  the  top 
of  trees  twenty  feet  high.  The  corolla,  which  is  five-cleft  and 
fubbiiabiate,  is  of  very  fhort  duration,  but  as  the  calyx  is  a 
confpicuous  part  of  the  flower,  the  long  racemes  hanging  pen¬ 
dent  from  the  extremities  of  the  branches  make  a  handfome 
appearance  for  fome  time.  It  has  been  fufpebled  that  the 
male  and  female  flowers  arediltin£t;  as  only  one  bunch  was 
produced  we  cannot  decide  the  queftion,  but  the  piflils  ap¬ 
peared  to  us  to  be  either  totally  wanting  or  very  imperfect. 

It  is  a  very  ornamental  fhrub,  requires  to  be  kept  conftantly 
in  the  ftove9  and  might  be  advantageoufly  planted  in  a  box  in 
the  corner  of  the  tan-pit  and  trained  to  the  rafts  or  to  a  trellis, 
thrives  bell  in  rich  loam  and  loves  a  warm  moift  air. 

Imported  by  Mr.  Woodford  from  St.  Vincent's,  in  whofe 
flove  at  Vauxhall  it  flowered,  as  we  believe,  for  the  firfi  time 
in  this  country,  in  Auguft  laA ;  in  the  Welt-Indies  its  hloflbms 
are  produced  in  November.

The  above  fpecies  is  here  feparated  from  Ixia  fcillaris^ 
under  which  we  had  left  it  as  a  variety  in  oar  542b  article, 
Eefides,  in  the  chara&ers  above  detailed,  this  further  differs 
from  that  in  being  a  taller  flenderer  plant  with  much  narrower 
grafs-like  leaves,  having  a  far  fhallower  lateral  excifion 
and  never  curled  or  undulate ;  Rachis  lefs  flexuofe,  fewer 
flowered,  flowers  fragrant  with  their  fegments  regularly  and 
equidiftantly  difpofed  ;  tube  proportionably  longer  ;  fligmas 
more  cleft  and  their  funnel-  or  club-form  nearly  obfolete.  Each 
varies  with  white  and  with  paler  flowers.  Both  remarkable 
for  a  proportionately  fmall  regular  fubglobular  bulb  with  a 
dark  brown  covering,  for  their  funnel-fhaped  hiant  fligmas, 
which  fhould  be  obferved  with  a  glafs,  both  commonly  2-3-4- 
branched.  The  flowers  of  our  fpecimen  were  unufually 
large  and  the  Item  fimple.

Lamarck  has  given  an  accurate  defeription  of  this  beau¬ 
tiful  fhrub  from  a  plant  that  flowered  in  the  Botanic  Garden 
at  Paris,  adding  that  of  the  feed-veflel  from  an  imported 
fpecimen.  The  leaves  are  without  ftipules,  confifl  generally 
of  three  pair  of  leaflets,  between  the  two  lowermoft  of  which 
is  a  fmall  conical  fharp-pointed  gland  :  the  bunches  of  flowers, 
about  eight  in  each,  hand  upon  peduncles  the  length  of  the 
leaves  to  which  they  are  axillary.  According  to  Lamarck 
is  a  native  of  Buenos  Ayres,  in  South  America. 

Our  drawing  was  taken  at  the  garden  of  E.  J.  A.  Wood¬ 
ford,  Efq.  atVauxhall,  in  Auguft,  from  a  plant  purchafed 
of  Mr.  North,  Nurferyman  at  Lambeth,  who  fays  he  raifed 
it  from  feeds  received  from  the  Weft-Indies  about  feven 
years  ago.  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Watson,  Gardener  to 
Mr.  Woodford,  that  whilft  confined  in  a  pot  and  kept  in

The  Punica  nana,  of  which  no  figure  has,  to  our  know¬ 
ledge,  been  hitherto  given,  is  a  fhrub  of  humble  growth,  in 
other  refpefils  fo  clofely  allied  to  Punica  Granatum ,  that  per¬ 
haps  they  might  be  confidered  as  mere  varieties,  at  lead  it  is 
difficult  to  find  diftinguifhing  charaflers,  the  leaves  of  our  plant 
not  being  narrower  in  proportion  to  the  length  than  in  the 
other.  Is  generally  fuppofed  to  be  a  native  of  the  Weft- 
Indies,  and  Brown,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Jamaica,  mentions  & 
larger  and  fmaller  variety  of  Punica,  cultivated  there,  but 
does  not  fay  whether  indigenous  or  not,  nor  do  we  find  the 
other  authors  who  have  mentioned  it,  fufficientiy  explicit  to 
admit  of  afcertaining  its  native  country. 

It  is  wonderful  that  fo  beautiful  a  fhrub,  cultivated  by 
Miller  fo  long  fince  as  the  year  1731,  and  eafily  propagated 
by  layers,  fhould  not  be  more  common  ;  certainly  there  are 
few  inhabitants  of  the  greenhoufe  more  ornamental,  continuing 
full  three  months  in  bloffom.

Miller  informs  us,  that  when  the  flowers  begin  to  appear, 
if  the  plants  are  expofed  to  the  open  air,  the  buds  will  fall 
off  without  opening ;  and  recommends  that  they  fliould  at  this 
time  be  placed  in  an  airy  glafs-cafe,  and  a  large  (hare  of  air 
be  admitted  in  warm  weather. 

Perhaps,  for  want  of  attending  to  thefe  di regions,  few 
cultivators  have  feen  this  fhrub  in  full  beauty,  as  it  appeared 
in  the  confervatory  at  Mr.  Woodford’s,  where  our  drawing 
was  taken.

This  very  beautiful  fhrub  is,  according  to  Pallas,  pecu¬ 
liar  to  the  fubalpine  trafts  of  eaftern  Aba,  occurring  chiefly 
in  the  northern  parts  of  Siberia  between  the  Jenifea  and  Lena 
rivers,  where  the  northern  Tides  of  the  mountains  in  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  May  are  entirely  empurpled  by  it.  It  mull  of 
courfe  be  confidered  as  a  very  hardy  plant,  though  like  many 
other  inhabitants  of  the  coldeft  regions,  when  cultivated  in 
this  country,  from  the  greater  mildnefs  of  our  winters  it  is  apt 
to  expand  its  flowers  prematurely,  which  are  ufually  deftroyed 
by  fubfequent  frofts  and  cold  winds.  On  this  account  it  is  better, 
as  foon  as  the  bloffoms  begin  to  appear,  to  remove  the  plant 
under  (helter,  where  it  will  prove  exceedingly  ornamental  in 
the  very  depth  of  winter;  but  fhould  the  frolt  begin  early  and 
continue  fo  long  as  to  retard  the  opening  of  the  bloffoms  till 

its 


its  natural  feafon,  it  might  he  fuffered  to  continue  in  the  open 
border. 

Gmelin  remarks  a  refemblance  between  this  plant  and 
Azalea  lapponicai  which  comes  much  nearer  to  Rho- 
doden  dron  ft mtgtueu vi :  perhaps  it  was  this  obfervation  that 
led  Murray  in  the  jgihand  14th  editions  of  the  Syflema  Ve- 
getabilium  to  quote  Ledum  groenlandicum  of  the  Flora  Danica 
(The  Labrador  Tea)  as  a  fvnonym ;  an  error  which  Pallas 
has  properly  correfted.  The  leaves,  which  are  dotted  on  both 
{ides,  continue  all  the  Winter  on  the  plant  in  Siberia  and,  as 
in  our  fpecimen,  change  to  a  brown  colour  ;  it  fometimes 
however  happens  with  us  that  all  of  them  fall  off  before  the 
appearance  of  the  flowers.  The  leaves  and  more  efpecially 
the  bark  have  a  firong  aromatic  tafle  and  fmell,  and  the  fcales 
of  the  flower-buds  difFufe  this  odour  fome  diffance  ;  but,  when 
feparated  from  thefe,  the  flowers  themfelves  appear  to  us  to 
be  fcentlefs. 

Our  drawing  was  made  at  the  garden  of  E.  J.  A.  Wood¬ 
ford,  Efq.  of  Vauxhall,  from  a  very  fine  fpecimen,  which 
began  to  expand  its  bloffoms  in  the  open  air  in  the  beginning 
of  January,  and  was  then  removed  under  fhelter.

It  appears  uncertain  whether  the  European,  the  Ame¬ 
rican,  and  the  Afiatic  fpecies  are  the  fame  ;  our  plant  is  the 
Siberian  variety,  and  correfponds  with  the  figure  and  defcrip- 
tion  given  by  Pallas,  except  that  the  {talk  in  his  is  quite 
ere£t.  That  figured  in  Flora  Danica,  t.  317,  a  native  of  Ice¬ 
land, 


land,  feems  to  be  a  diftinfl  fpecies  with  quinquifid  corollas  and 
five  ftamens. 

In  Jacquin’s  figure  of  the  European  variety,  the  fegments 
of  the  calyx  are  more  equal,  blunt,  and  fhort ;  and  Scopoli 
defcribes  four  ne&ariferous  glands  at  the  bafe  of  the  germ, 
which  we  could  not  difcover  in  our  plant ;  the  American 
variety  has  broader  leaves  and  larger  flowers. 

In  this  the  leaves  are  fubconnate,  linear-lanceolate,  acute, 
keeled  underneath,  the  edges  rolled  Jiack  ;  Peduncles,  long, 
angular,  and  hollow  ;  Calyx  four-cornered,  alternate  feg¬ 
ments  longer,  more  acuminate,  (harper  keeled  ;  Tube  of 
the  corolla  weined  in  (tripes,  longer  than  the  calyx  :  limb 
four-cleft:  fegments  twifled,  oblong,  obtufe,  deeply  fringed  at 
the  fldes.  Stamens  4  :  filaments  flat,  concave,  diflinQ  but  by 
approximation  forming  a  tube  round  the  germ,  inferted  into 
the  bafe  of  the  corolla:  Anthers  yellow,  incumbent.  Germ 
railed  on  a  pedicel,  fqnarilh,  twifled,  unilocular:  feeds  very 
many.  Style  hardly  any  :  fligmas  orbiculate,  fo  as  to  give  the 
appearance  of  the  flower’s  being  monogynous,  but  when  more 
carefully  examined  is  found  to  be  bipartite.  Said  by  Pallas 
to  be  biennial,  but  is  really  perennial  ;  for  although  the 
flowering  plant  appears  always  to  peri fh,  yet  it  throws  up  a 
fucceflion  of  young  ones,  at  a  conflderable  di fiance  from  the 
parent,  clofe  to  the  edge  of  the  pot;  hence  it  feems  to  be 
one  of  thole  plants  which  are  continually  ((lifting  their  place 
of  growth,  as  if  the  fame  earth  could  not  for  a  fucceflion  of 
years  fupply  them  neceflary  nourifliment.

The  Minorca  Honey-Suckle  belongs  to  the  divifion  of  Peri- 
clymenum,  and  approaches  very  near  to  Lonicera  Caprifolium, 
differing  principally  in  having  fmall  evergreen  leaves,  which 
on  the  lower  part  of  the  plant  are  narrower  with  ftraight  fides ; 
branches  intricately  interwoven ;  whorls  containing  fewer 
flowers;  tube  of  the  corolla  ftraighter  and  fegments  of  the  limb 
fhorter  in  proportion.  The  flowers  are  pale  coloured,  flreaked 
with  red,  white  withim  when  firft  expanded,  but  changing  to 
yellow  as  in  the  common  W oodbine.

The  braQes  elliptic-lanceolate,  large,  foliaceous,  hemming  in  the 
flowers  like  the  calyx  of  a  fyngenefious  plant,  equal  to  the 
top  of  the  tube.  Pedicles  about  half  the  length  of  the  flower* 
Corolla  of  a  watery  green  ;  tube  cylindric,  twice  longer  than 
the  fegment,  equal  to  the  ffamens  that  Hand  on  its  neck,  which 
is  thickened,  of  a  deeper  green  than  any  other  part  of  the 
flower  and,  by  the  rolling  back  of  the  fegments  of  its  outer 
coat  below  the  bafes  of  the  filaments,  has  the  appearance 
of  being  prominent :  fegments  ovate-acuminate,  convolute, 
concave,  with  a  tranverfe  plait  at  their  bafe.  Filaments 
firm,  cyathiformly  arranged,  as  it  were  mediately  inferted, 
whitifh  ;  ffyle  about  their  length,  fix-flreaked.  Stigma  nearly 
obfolete,  but,  examined  through  a  glafs,  hiant  and  fringed.

The  tube  of  the  corolla  is  filled  with  a  clear  rjefilareous  liquid, 
which  rifing  above  the  brim  adds  to  the  fingular  appearance  of 
the  plant. 

Flowers  in  January;  without  fcent ;  of  as  eafy  culture  as 
Ixia,  Gladiolus,  or  any  other  Cape  bulb.

Leaves  many,  lying  in  a  crowded  circle  round  the  ftem, 
copperas-coloured,  fpo'tted,  fomewhat  convolute  upwards,  and 
cowled  at  the  bale.  Stem  round,  attenuated  downwards, 
weak,  generally  recumbently  aflurgent,  rachis  interruptedly 
many-angled,  owing  to  the  decurrent  brakes,  of  which  many 
are  barren  and  fit  clofe  to  the  fide  or  under  the  fertile  ones, 
all  fmall  and  fubulate.  Flowers  with  deflex  filiform  pedicels, 
three  times  longer  than  the  corolla,  fparfely,  but  often  crowd- 
edly,  difpofed  in  an  oblong  raceme.  Corolla  regular,  deeply 
fix-parted,  virefcent  upwards,  within  thickfet  with  liver- 
coloured  confluent  dots,  fegments  with  their  apices  glandularly 
thickened  and  infle&edly-retufe,  linear-oblong,  equal,  inner 
ones  recurved  to  the  bafe,  outer  ones  revolute  and  thence 
Ihorter ;  when  impregnation  has  taken  place  thefe  all  unroll, 
and  converging  protect  the  germ  while  it  ripens  into  a  capfule. 
Stamens  upright,  adnate  to  the  claws  of  the  fegments,  fhorter 
than  flyle  and  corolla.  Style  inclined,  {lightly  curved,  rather 
fhorter  than  corolla.  Germ  elevated  within  the  corolla  on  a

ftipitate  receptacle.  A  native  of  the  Cape.  Bulb  and  feed 
we  had  not  an  opportunity  of  obferving,  but  their  defcription 
will  be  found  in  Jacquin. 

Our  drawing  was  taken  at  the  Nurfery  of  MefTrs.  Grim- 
wood  and  Wykes,  Kenfmgton,  who  imported  the  bulb  from 
Paris  with  many  other  new  and  rare  plants. 

We  have  feen  a  fpecimen  having  only  three  flowers  and  very 
narrow  leaves.

This  is  a  fliewy  plant  from  the  fize  of  its  flowers,  which  in 
brilliancy  perhaps  furpafs  thofe  of  every  other  fpecies  of  Lo¬ 
belia,  the  delicacy  of  the  blue  colour  is  inimitable.  It  varies 
with  folitary  flowers  and  with  two  on  each  peduncle.  A 
native  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  from  whence  it  was  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  Kew  Gardens  by  Mr.  Francis  Masson,  in 
1787.  Requires  the  flielter  of  a  greenhoufe  in  winter.
